The Bank of Lithuania (Lietuvos bankas) has released a 
commemorative gold 5 Euro coin featuring the amateur radio 
satellites LituanicaSAT-1 (LO-78) and LitSAT-1. The two 
CubeSats were launched to the International Space Station 
(ISS) on January 92014 and deployed from the ISS on 
February 28". LituanicaSAT-1 carried a FM transponder and 
a camera while LitSat-1 had a linear (SSB/CW) transponder 
developed by by William Leijenaar, PEIRAH. The face of 
the gold coin features the Lithuanian coat of arms (Vytis) as 
a star constellation with LituanicaSAT-1 and LitSAT-1 on 
the reverse.

Galway VHF Group 

Following rigorous bench testing, the Galway VHF Group 
Digital projects will be going live from their new site on the 
Western side of Galway City this weekend. The 70cm DMR 
repeater, EI7RHD, operates on 439.450 MHz O/P and 
430.450 MHz I/P with a power output of 30 watts into a 9db 
Gain Colinear antenna. The Multimode Digital Gateway, 
ERGCD, will initially run DMR and Yaesu Fusion on 
144.850 MHz running 20 watts into a dipole antenna. There 
are facilities to add more digital modes such as D-Star and 
P25 should the need arise. The Galway Wires-X gateway, 
EISHD, operates on 144.8125 MHz and is operational 
from the Salthill area running 20 watts. This will facilitate 
experimentation with Wires-X networking in conjunction 
with the Galway Fusion Repeater EI2TBR. The operators in 
Galway would welcome any activity through the projects and 
would welcome any reports.
